William Wesley Morgan, the 19-year- 
old implicated in the beating of Floyd 
and Helen (Hover, 703 N. Pickaway St., 
and the robbery of cash and their car, 
was arrested Monday afternoon in 
Columbus. 
Circleville Police Sgt. Larry Pon­ 
tious immediately transferred the man 
to the city jail under four charges 
aggravated 
robbery,

assault, grand theft, and auto theft He 
was scheduled for a preliminary 
hearing Tuesday morning in Cir­ 
cleville Municipal Court 


According to Sgt Pontious, Morgan 
drove the Glovers' car to Pittsburgh, 
Pa., where it was recovered about two 
weeks ago. 
Sgt Pontious was in the process of 
locating Morgan in Pittsburgh when 
the man returned to Columbus several 
days ago. 
Police learned he had returned when 
he telephoned his Columbus Municipal 
Court probation officer to set up a 
meeting. The probation officer told 
Sgt. Pontious that Morgan wanted to 


surrender as a probation violator 
Morgan allegedly told him that all 
charges stemming from the Circleville 
incident had been dropped 
Morgan, who had been staying in 
Obetz, wanted to meet the probation 
officer in a vacant building on Alum 
I reek Drive. The m eeting was 
arranged early Monday afternoon, but 
Columbus Police provided support 
with plain-clothes officers and the 
police helicopter. 
Morgan reportedly tried to flee when 
he realized he was aliout to tie 
arrested 
But a Columbus officer 
tackled hun and brought him under 
control 
Morgan suffered minor head injuries 
in the scuffle. 
Sgt. Pontious said today that Morgan 
admitted the crimes. However in­ 
vestigation is continuing on in­ 
formation supplied by the man 
He was on probation from Columbus 
on two counts of assault and from the 
Pickaway County Juvenile Court for 
contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor 


HOUSTON (AP) 
- In hts death. 
Howard Robard Hughes was as much 
a mystery as he was in life. 
Hughes, billionaire industrialist and 
aviation pioneer, died of a stroke 
Monday on a private Jet en route from 
a seaside Mexican resort to a hospital 
in Houston, where his parents are 
buried ami where la* was bom 70 years 
ago. 
From the age of 19. when he 
inherited his father's tool company, 
until his death, 
Hughes 
was 
an 
enigmatic figure. 
Even after Hughes' death, the staff 
in the beachfront Acapulco Ihrtneess 
Hotel could not say for certain that he 
had been there, though he was said to 
occupy the entire top floor The pilot 
who flew him on his final flight did not 
know he was to be their passenger until 
shortly before takeoff. And an un­ 
marked ambulance met th- plane 
Hughes amassed an empire valued 
at more than $2 billion His holdings 
over the years included hotels, 
gambling casinos, airlines, 
movie 
studios, spacecraft and electronics 
As Hughes body lay under guard in 
M ethodist Hospital, a board of 
directors continued to run Howard 
Hughes' far-flung financial empire “as 
in the past," said Arelo Sederberg, 
spokesman for Summa Corp. 
Summa 
was the 
umbrella 
cor­ 
poration that was wholly owned by 
Hughes. 
"It has been run by the hoard of 
directors and a three-person executive 
committee,’’ Sederberg said “ It will 
continue to lie run by that group The 
company will continue to be a com­ 
pany.” 
The committee is composed of S W. 
(lay, executive vice president of 
Summa; Nadine Henley, Hughes’ long­ 
time secretary now a senior vice presi­ 
dent of Uh* firm, and Chester Davis, 
general counsel for Summa 
Sederburg said Im* did not know who 
would be named executors of Hughes 
estate or if the elusive billionaire had 
even left a will. 
Sederberg disclosed that Hughes 
died of a stroke 
“a cerebral 
vascular accident.” 
After a fling in Hollywood and a stint 
as an daredevil pilot during the 1930s 
and 1940s, Hughes became more and 
more retiring 
He disappeared from public view in 
the 1950s, conducting his businesses 
from a series of sealed-off hotel suites 
Methodist Hospital in Houston was 
told Monday morning at 9 a rn that 
Hughes was flying there for treatment. 
Two doctors, two nurses and four 
assistants came to Houston Inter­ 
continental Airport in an unmarked 
ambulance to await Hughes. 
The pilots who flew the ailing 
Hughes from Acapulco to Houston 
were hired Sunday night in Fort 
lauderdale, Fla 
Roger Sutton and Jeff Abrams said a 
Florida doctor chartered the le a r jet 
from an ambulance aviation service. 
They arrived in Acapulco early 
Monday morning, but only after sitting 
on the runway fop five hours were they 
told that their passenger would be 
Howard Hughes 
Hughes looked “ like a tired, worn­ 
out old person" when he was carried 
aboard the* plane on a stretcher, 
Abrams said 
Sutton said Hughes had a thin beard, 
long greyish hair and looked "very 
wasted” and “very, very pale.” 
At the Houston airport, authorities 
had been alerted that a private plane 
was coming in with a sick man aboard 
But when the plane arrived about 2 
p.m., Hughes was dead 
The doctors accompanying Hughes 
said he died about half an hour Indore 
the* plane landed in Houston 
Hughes' business empire grew out of 
the Hughes Tool Co. 
, In 1909, Hughes' father and a partner 


invented an oil drill bit which today is 
used in drilling operations in every oil- 
producing company outside the* Com­ 
munist bloc 
Hughes did not earn his initial fame 
as a businessman but as a pilot 
He set aviation s p ^ i n-cords in 1935 
and again in 1936 when he circled the 
globe in 3 days, 19 hours 
He started designing his own planes, 
giving birth to the* Hughes Aircraft Co., 
which

drip" are vague terms to describe a 
universal complaint. 
The first thing you can do about it is 
to try, with the help of your doctor, to 
pinpoint its cause 
Sinus infections, 
allergies, single or in combination, are 
the 
most 
frequent 
reasons 
for 
a 
profuse drip from the back of the nose 


Air pollution, smog, high humidity, 
exposure to occupational gases can 
irritate the delicate mucous mem­ 
brane lining of the nose and the 
nasopharynx. 
Some foods, especially 
milk and milk products seem to in­ 
crease the post-nasal secretion 
X rays of the sinuses and allergic 
.studies may help track down the 
cause 
Antihistamines for allergies, 
antibiotics and local treatm ent for 
sinus infection can be beneficial 


The use of steam and decongestants, 
taken under the doctor’s orders, can be 
highly comforting. 
High, dry clim ate can sometimes 
ease the 
past-nasal drip. 
Do not, 


however, make a radical change to 
such a climate before trying it out for a 
reasonable length of time. 


I have been taught to give myself a 
vitamin B-12 injection whenever I am 
tired I have done this for two years 
and nothing has happened to me. Now 
my doctor has warned me against it. I 
don’t understand why.

Vitamin B-12 can be remarkably 
valuable when given for very specific

small fanners. Small businesses and 
small family-owned farm s are 
in­ 
dispensable 
sources 
of 
needed 
productivity and employment. 
Yet. our current federal tax laws 
threaten to bring an end to Ixith. It is 
sad and senseless that the widow of a 
fanner or businessman is often forced 
to sell the family fann or family 
business to pay estate taxes. 
We must act now to halt this trend I 
support II H 1793, a bill sponsored by 
Congressm an D inar 
Burleson, 
a 
member of the tax-writing Ways and 
Means 
Committee, 
which 
recently 
concluded hearings on 
estate 
tax 
reform. In testimony submitted to the 
committee, I urged approval of the 
Burleson bill. 
It 
would 
raise 
the 
estate 
tax 
exemption to $200,000 
Oui current 
exemption of $60,000, adopted 34 years 
ago, is simply too low 
In fact, the 
exemption is about a third of what it 
should lie just to keep pace with the 
cost of living It takes one dollar today 
to equal the purchasing power of 34 
cents in 1942 
ll R. 1973 also provides for an in­ 
crease in the marital deduction to 
$100,000 
plus 50 per cent of the value 
of the estate over that figure. Current 
law 
provides 
that 
the 
m aterial 
deduction can be no more than half of 
the adjusted gross estate. 
An increase in the marital deduction 
gives recognition to the husband-wife 
partnership of family farms and small 
businesses and gives needed protec­ 
tion for the security of Hie surviving 
family 
The bill further provides that for 
estate tax purposes, a fann estate 
should be assessed at its value for 
farm ing purposes, instead of its 
highest potential value. 
The need for a change in evaluating 
farms 
and 
woodlands 
is 
obvious, 
particularly on the edge of growing 
urban 
cen te rs, 
where 
potential 
residential or commercial develop­ 
ment drives the value of farmland far 
out of proportion to its value if used for 
agriculture. Computing the estate tax 
based on a non-farm use often forces a 
family to sell the farm. 
A family farm s, as much as 90 per 
cent of a farm er’s assets might be in 
land, buildings, and machinery. All too 


frequently, a farm er will not have 
enough liquid assets in his estate to 
cover the cost of settlement and death 
taxes. Few fanners can accumulate 
up to $100,000 in cash to pay the 
Federal Government. 


Heirs of fann owners generally face 
a lack of liquidity in trying to raise 
cash for payment of these taxes Thus, 
many who have worked all of their 
lives to build up a modest estate are 
prevented from leaving the fruits of 
their labor to their families. 


In 25 years, the number of fanns has 
been cut in half. Foisting estate tax 
provisions have probably contributed 
to that development and will continue 
to worsen the nation’s family fann 
picture. 


Americans will continue to enjoy the 
finest food production as long as the 
family fann remains the basic unit. 
This production will diminish if heirs 
of family fanns are forced to sell out to 
developers or the Government in order 
to pay the inheritance tax 


Where small businesses are con­ 
cerned, it is self-defeating to provide 
federal assistance to build them up on 
the 
one 
hand, 
and 
cause 
their 
dissolution through obsolete tax laws 
on the other. 


What 
encouragement 
will 
young 
Americans have to go into farming or 
start a business when they know that 
what they build will probably 
not 
survive them? 
Reform in our estate tax laws is a 
vital and necessary step that we must 
take if w e expect to preserve the role of 
family enterprises in our economic 
system.

Ford Signs 
Farm Bill 
For Cutters 


WASHINGTON (API 
President 
Ford signed legislation into law 
Monday which clears the way for 
"custom cutters" to begin harvesting 
wheat without having to worry about 
going 
through 
fingerprinting 
procedures and other government red 
tape. 
The m easure breezed through 
Congress last month at the behest of 
farm belt supporters. Ford's official 
approval 
was 
witnessed 
by 
a 
delegation from the Kansas Farm 
Bureau, which had supported the 
measure. 
Ford’s approval means that combine 
operators who harvest grain for others 
do not have to go through the federal 
formalities of registering as tailor 
crew chiefs. 
As previously interpreted, the law 
would have required custom har­ 
vesters to register arni go through 
Labor 
D epartm ent 
form alities 
relating to the hiring and care of 
migrant farm workers. 
But Sen. Robert Dole, RKan., and 
others insisted that custom cutters 
were excluded from the tight lalior law 
and supported the legislation, which 
gives harvesters special dispensation. 
The measure signed by Ford means 
custom harvesters can assem ble 
- crews and contract wheat fields for 
harvest in Texas anti farther north 
without having to worry about the 
lalior Department regulations Winter 
wheat harvest will begin in Texas next 
month and will spread into Oklahoma 
and Kansas by early June The harvest 
then progresses northward through 
late summer, winding up in Montana 
and Canada in the fall. 


School Aid 
Form ula 
U nder Fire 


CINCINNATI (API 
Ohio's for­ 
mula for distributing aid to public 
.schools based on the amount local 
districts tax themselves has been 
challenged as unconstitutional by the 
Cincinnati Hoard of Fducation. 
The Cincinnati Board filed a class 
action lawsuit Monday in Hamilton 
County Common Pleas court on behalf 
of all boards of education in the state. 
"The Ohio system of financing 
public schools under which the 
educational opportunities available to 
the school children in each district 
depend upon the vagaries of local 
property taxation, is capricious, 
irrational and unfair," the tioard 
members charged in their suit. 
The tioard criticized the equal yield 
formula, develope! last year by the 
joint Fducation Review Committee of 
the state legislature. The formula pro­ 
vides basic financial aid by guarah- 
teeing equal state dollars for equal 
local tax effort, regardless of a 
district's wealth. 
"The system operates to make the 
total number of dollars available for 
tile education of the children in each 
district dependent upon the willingness 
of the voters to approve school tax 
operating levies upon property w ithin 
the school district,” the suit charged 
The tioard members charged that 
the formula caused educational op­ 
portunities to bo unequal throughout 
the state and those students in districts 
where tax levies were not passed 
would receive lower quality education. 
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Said Hoard of E ducation reserv es the nxlit to 
waive inform *un** lo accept or re]e< I any 
and all. or p arts of any and all bld*

W eiskopf Adm its 
Nicklaus Favorite 


AUGUST A, Ga. (A P I — Success and 
peace of mind give Jack Nicklaus a 
tremendous advantage in the Masters 
Golf Tournament. Tom Weiskopf 
concedes adding 
*‘l still think I can win. The easiest 
thing in the world Is to think you can 
win. The hardest thing is to make it 
happen.” 
Weiskopf, four times a runner-up but 
never a winner here, checked into 
Augusta National Monday after tying 
for sixth money at Greensboro, N C. 
Ile spent 30 minutes on the practice tee 
and joined Arnold Palmer in a practice 
round. 
“ Jack comes here rested and ready 
to play,” the former British Open 
champion 
said, 
munching 
a 
club 
sandwich in the locker room "H e ’s 
fresh. He’s prepared 
He's anxious 
That gives him a big lift ” 
Nicklaus, following a longtime 
formula, chose to sit out the Green­ 
sboro Open and refine his game in 
tuneups for Thursday’s opening of the 
prestigious invitational event, in which 
he is defending champion and a five­ 
time winner. 
“ Not all of us win $3 million and 20 of 
the 30 tournaments we play," Weiskopf 
said, 
apparently 
referring 
to 
big 
Jack's success as the greatest money 
winner and major title collector of all 
time. 
“ Some of us have to worry about 
finances. I don't mean that I have 
money problems. I am doing very well 
But I haven’t lx*en able to pick my 
tournaments 
My 
life 
is 
not 
as 
solidified as Jack’s.” 
The 6-foot-3 shot-making stylist, who 
grew up in Nicklaus' 
shadow 
in 
Columbus, Ohio, and at Ohio State, 
finished second in 1969, 1972, 1974 and 
1975, and was one of the principal's in 
last year's dramatic finish. 
Both Weiskopf ami Johnny Miller 
came to the final hole needing only to 
sink birdie putts to tie Nicklaus for the 
crown. Miller barely missed from 18 
feet From nine feet, Weiskopf stroked 
what appeared to be a perfect putt. 
The hall failed to break and slid past 
the rim of the cup. 
“ In the past year, ITI bet I haven’t 
thought about that putt more than 
twice,” he said. “ I gave it my best 
shot Actually, I haven’t thought all 
that much about Augusta I haven’t 
talked to my wife or anybody about it 
May lie ITI ta* excited Thursday, but so 
far no.” 
Weiskopf said he was disinclined to 
evaluate players and their chances but 
he said he had no doubts on one point 
“ There s one man to beat,” he in­ 
sisted “ If you beat him, you can figure 
on winning the tournament You know 
he will be in there. He's that good." 
Tom did not need to say that he was 
referring to his rival, Nicklaus.
